The Contract for the Watermelon 


Already Given Out. 


How ihe Faster Looks and Feels, and 
How He was Converted—Going 
to a Photograph Shop. 


[From the New York Sun.! 


It makes me look like a ghost,“ said Dr. 
Henry S. Tanner, in Clarendon Hall yester- 
day. He referred to the photograph taken of 
him last Tuesday, in one of the ante-rOoms 
on the north side of the building. 
light came iv through a window, falling only 
on one side of his face, and tipping his nose 
with white. There was so little sualight 
that be had to sit a long time, and that pro- 
duced a burnt-cork effect on the opposite 
side of his face in the picture. A white spot 
in the eye on that side gleams out ofa cav- 
ernous black patch. The long sitting also 
madetbe wrinkles in his firm spare face 
ceep and harsh. 

The fact is that Dr. Tanner, aecording to 
the vote ofseveral ladies who have visited 
him frequently, has been improving in looks. 
When the grossness and sensuality of the 
food-consuming though strictly temperate 
man gave place after the first few days to ths 
pale and transcendental look of phrophecy, it 
Was expected that he would soon assume a 
heggar expression that would be 
painful to the observer. Instead 
of this. his face was gradually 
overspread witha bright red glow, such as 
George Francis Train points out in the palms 
of bis hands, and which he attributes to 
‘vi il,” or the blood of immortal youth. This 
colour has gradually deepened to ruddiness. 
Sometimes when he sits up in his cot and 
draws his feet under him, while he clasps his 
knees, he looks extremely patient, but there 
is no appearance of suffering. 

It was because Dr. Tanner was dissatisfied 
with his photograph that. instead of taking a 
drive yesterday in Central Park with his 
watchers, be was driven to a photograph gal- 
lery at Sixth avenue and Twenty-first street, 
where, under a proper skylight, he obtained 
some negatives that suit him. He sat six 
times. 

The water which he began to drink, as 
often as he wanted to, last Tuesday, has not 
been able to replace the whiteness of the fat 
drawn from the tissues, neither has it in- 
creased his strength. At first, after he be- 
gan to drink water he crew heavier, but yes- 
terday morning he weighed only 135 pounds, 
a loss of one pound since Friday evening. 
The weight at that time was a 
gain of four pouvds from bis lowest weight 
during the fast. Yesterday morning when 
he clutched the small dynamometer in his 
right hand the index needle showed that he 
would bave been able to lift a 150-pound 
weight from the ground, but when he bent 
the fingers of bis left hand over the spring the 
needle pointed to only 90 1 2 pounds. e is 
yet vigorous in his stride, and occasionally in 
the record book kept by his watchers is found 
an entry that be has been joking. All of those 
who bave watched withhim, as well as those 
visitors who stay longin Clarendon Hall, get 
ihe firm impression that the faster is 
thoroughly honest. 

At nuon to-day he will have fasted twenty- 
one days, or one Gay more than half of the 
task he imposed upon himself. 

„Dr. Hammond said he could not possibly 
fast more than fifteen days, said one of the 
watchers yesterday aftersaoon. ‘*He has now 
fasted over five days more than tbat, and I 
cousidertbe experiment asuccess already, 
from arcientific point of view. Dr. Tanner 
hbassbowutbatitis safe for him to fast over 
twenty days, and I don’t suppose it will or- 
dinariiy be found necesssary to have a 
patient fast over seven days.“ 

For a week Dean R. A. Guan, of the United 
States Medical College, and Professor David 
Wark bave made ita point that one or the

» do not think,“ said Prof. Wark yester- 
Gay, that the Doctor's real objects in mak 
ing this fast have been carefully and succinct- 
ty set forth since it began as he would desire 
to have them set forth. 

„He bolds,“ continued the Professor, speak- 
ing slowly in order that the points he made 
should be carefully noted, that uncleanliness 
and impurity in the body. from which disease 
springs and on which it feeds, arise from two 
souices. The first source is the excess of food 
taken over the bod)y’s needs. ‘The second 
source is the debris of the worn-out tissues of 
the body itself. The latter source must always 
ist iu greater or less activity while life lasts. 
‘The former source may be entirely cut off by 
fasting. and then the processesof nature are 
the more easily capable of freeing the system 
frum tbe waste of the tissues. In this way, 
Dr. Tanner claims, is brought about the pu- 
rification, or, as he Wmetimes terms it, a new 
birth. There is a story that a wealthy lady 
once complained to a physician that she had 
noticed tbat the ragged and dirty children ia 
the poor quarters of the city were generally in 
robust health, while her own children, well 
— 1 aud kept scrupulously clean, were 
sickly. 

„Madam, said the physician, ‘ihe reason 
is that your children are cleaa on the outside, 
but the poor children, living ona frugal diet, 
are clean on the inside.’ 

»The cardinal error, Dr. Tanner thinks, 
being over-feeding, he means to show, by 
fasting forty days, that it is perfectly safe for 
Others to fast for four, five, six or ten days, 
and that they will derive great benetit from 
doing so. Physicians whose patients sit at 
taliles spread with everv luxury, and yet grow 
weak, prescribe for them iron and beef tea. 
Dr. Tanner’s plan is to allow nature to clear 
away the debris by relieving the Lody of the 
constantly replenished excess of food over re- 
quirement. 

Again,“ Prof. Wark continued, in cases 
of cancer of the stomach, gastric ulcer, and 
in aggravated forms of dyspepsia, healing is 
almost impossible while food is being rolled 
about in the stomach in the process of dig s- 
tion, and coming constantiy io contact with 
the sore or inflamed spots. Hivcherto phy- 
sicians have been afraid to keep foreign sub- 
stances in the shape of food out of the stom- 
ach, lest the system should run down bevond 
the possibility of recuperation. Dr. Tanner 
Wants to show, and, as I think, has already 
shown, that there is no necessary daoger of 
sucbaresult. During a fast, oxygen carried 
throngb the body in the blood continues to 
waste the tissues, but it attacks the least valu- 
able parts first, the dying particles. those 
already on their downward course. The fat 
Is less valuahle to the body than the muscles, 
and so it is found the adipose tissue is wasted 
before the muscles give way. When a man is 
forced by poverty to pawn his possessions he 
begins with the articles which he cares least 
about.

TIE SOUTH AND THE DUELLO. 


Senator Butler, of South Carolina, on 
the Recent Encounter in that State. 


Senator M. C. Butler, of South Carolina, 
writes to the Charleston News and Courier as 
follows on the recent duel at Du Bose’s 
bridge: 

Itis no reflection upon the memory of the 
gallant gentlemen of the past who resorted to 
the duello to settle their personal differences 
to ask that the law be vindicated in this case. 
In former days the most punctilious decorum 
and chivalric courtesy distinguished the con- 
duct of gentlemenin “affairs of honor,” aud 
course ribaldry and gasconade in correspond- 
ence Was as odious as the brand of coward- 
ice, but now the *“‘swashbuckler style’’ ap- 
pears to be fashionable. 

The issue 1s very sharply made between 
those who trample law defiantly under foot 
and those who execute it, and I hope that 
courage enough may be found to execute it. 

It will be a sad day for South Carolina when 
a gentieman, who feels it to be his personal 
or professional duty to vindicate private rights 
in our courts, is first to be insulted, pursued, 
vilified and goaded to desperation and then 
shot. Ifthatisto be the plane which our 
civilization is to occupy, we shall all be sleep- 
ing on our arms. And there must be some- 
thing radically wrong in a public sentiment 
which can force a man of Shannon’s high 
character and acknowledged courage to fight a 
duel under the circumstances which surround- 
ed him. It is about time we were finding out 
where we are and ascertain whether ‘*bordcr 
ruffianism”’ is togovern this country or wheth- 
er civilized institutions shall be maintained. 

l express no opinion on the merits of this 
difficulty, for I. know nothing of it except 
wkat I have seen in the public prints; but 1 
do venture the opinion that it is the first time 
in the history of dueling in South Carolina 
that a man has beenshot for doing what he 
bad, in morals and law, clearly the right to 
do, and for doing what it was his sworn duty 
to d?—to-wit: faithfully representing the in- 
terests of bis clients in the courts against par- 
ties who had themselves gone into the courts. 
Itis without a parallel either in the issue 
made or the manner of its conduct.

TANNER OUTDONE. 


Eighty-four Days. Without Food—Jacob 
Shalicross, a Frankford Farmer Re- 
fuses Solid Food for Nearly Three 
Months and Lives for Several Years 
After His Fast. 

From the Philadelphia Times. J 


In Frankford, a farmer named Jacob Shall- 
cross lived without solid food from the 13th 
of December until the 8th of March, a period 
of eighty-four days. Shallcross lived ona 
farm on the Bristol pike, about two miles 
from Frankford. He Was a wealthy 
but industrious and hard-working farmer. 
The relatives of this remarkable faster live in 
Frankford, where a visit was paid yesterday 
in search of details of the fast. A cousin of 
the late Jacob Shallcross, who lives on a farm 
about a mile and a half from Frankfort, stated 
that be had beard something about the fast 
and that a woman named Bryan, who nursed 
the faster during his illness, could tell all 
about it. A pleasant walk through fleld and 
meadow brought the reporter to Watson’s 
farm, where the nurse resides. She 18 a 
kindly, pleasant-faced woman, of ordinary 
intelligence, and seemed to take pleasure in 
recalling the past. 

WHY HE DID IT. 

„Do I remember anything about old Jacob 
Shailcross’ fast?’’? she repeated, in reply to 
the reporter’s query; Well, I should say 1 
do. lremember all about it. It was in 1870, 
about ten yearsago. He fasted from the 13th 
of December until the 8th of March, 1871. 
You never saw anything to equal it. He didn’t 
touch anything, except brandy and gum 
arabic water. 1 gave him ateaspoonful of 
each every day. He wouldn’t take anything 
else. I don’t exactly know what was the mat- 
ter with him. He had softening ofthe brain 
and then there was something wrong with 
his stomach. Dr. Burns said it was ail worn 
out. He was very old—about eighty, I think 
—and of course be couldn’t stand what a 
young man can. 

No, sir; there was nothing else the mat- 
ter with him. it was only old age. When he 
was taken sick wesentfor Dr. Burns, who 
livesin Frankford. He told us to feed him 
on brandy and gum aravic water for a few 
days. Well, we gave him a big spoonful of 
brandy the first day anda little of the gum 
arabic. The next day we offered him the 
same, but he took only the brandy. This con- 
tinued for four or five days; some days he 
took more, some days less than a spoonful. 
Then we boiled some rice for him, but he 
wouldn’t touch it and pushed it away when 
we handed it to him. The next day we made 
some arrowroot for him, but he wouldn’t eat 
that either. Then we began to get fright- 
ened; we didn’t know what to make of 
it. He hbadu’t eaten anythiag. for a 
week,and we were afraid he wouldjstarve. We 
didn’t think he could live ou the brandy and 
the gum arabic water. We tried everything 
to make him eat. We cooked some broiled 
pigeon for him, but he onlv put it to his 
mouth and pushed it away. Then we got 
some venisonto tempt his appetite, but he 
wouldn’t have that, either. The smell of 
food seemed to make him sick. He wouldn’t 
drink any wine, either. His wife bougbt 
some champagne and poured outa glass for 
um, but he pushed it away and made a wry 
faceatit. Weoffered him quince jelly and 
apple jelly, but he stuck to the brandy and 
yum arabic and wouldn’ttouch anything else. 
We thought he was going to die and sent for 
his boys, who live down in Delaware. 

HOW HE LOOKED. 

„How did he look after a while? Why, 
just the same as when he took to his bed. Of 
course, he fell off some, but he didn’t get 
much thinner, only a little paler. He dida’t 
look as bad as most people do when they’re 
sick in bed long. He lay quiet in bed, and 
most of the time be was very drowsy and 
sleepy, and sometimes he got up and walked 
around the room. Several times be went out 
carriage-riding with his boys or with me, and 
when be came back he always felt better. He 
always imagined he was atsome strange place, 
and one day, when we were out carriage-rid- 
ing, he pointed to his cousin George’s house 
and said: ‘Let’s go home.’ When we got 
there they asked him te — for supper, but 
he said: ‘No, supper’s waiting for me at 
home.’ One day they thought he was dying 
and his wife andthe boys came into the room 
and sat down near the bed. When they 
thought he was almost gone he sat up in 
bed all at once and said: ‘Why, what’s the 
matter? What are you all doing here?” Then 
he took a spoonful of brandy and got up and 
walked around the room. 

es, he did a great many strange things. 
Sometimes he got up in bed and moved his 
hands over the T. and then he put tnem in- 
to his mouth. We thought he was hungry and 
was hunting for something to eat, and then 
we always brought him some broiled pigeon or 
venison, but he never touched it. Once he 
got up in bed and asked whether dinner was 
ready. I told him it was, and brought him 
some egg toast and champagne. He looked 
at it and said: That's not dianer; I don’c 
want that; gimme some eels.’ Of course we 
douldn’t get eels for him. He wouldn’t have 
eaten them anyhow. He was very quiet and 
gentle, but sometimes he wouldn’t take the 
brandy, and then I told him Dr. Burns want- 
ed him to take it, and he took it. Once he 
gotoutof bed and said he wanted to vote. 
He was a Republican, and always voted. We 
dressed him and put him in a carriage and 
he rode to the Cedar Hill Hotel and voted for 
somebody I don’t know who it was. When 
he got back he said he felt better, and began 
to talk politics. 

„After that he kept on taking the brandy 
and gum arabic water until the morning of 
ibe 8th of March, and then he got up and 
went down stairs and ate a cup of current jelly. 
Somebody sent it to him, and he seemed to 


like it and said it tasted good. He atea— 


hearty dinner the same day, and went out/n- 
tothe garden and began pulling up weeds. 
After that he was justas well as Of 
course he got weaker as he grew older, but he 
didn’tdie until four years after, and then he 
died of old age. He never worked around the 
farm after he got well. only in the garden 
once in a while. He lived on the farm from 
the time he was eight years oldtill he died.“

Onthel0th inst. the citizens of 
this vicinity went to the graveyard and dug 
up one grave which the negroes had pointed 
out and found one arm and forearm and both 
hands removed from the body. This even- 
ing at 4 o’clock has been appointed by the 
citizens to exsmme the other grave to see 
what part of the body the negrves took out 
of it.

New YORK, July 21.—At 5 o’clock this 
morning a caisson leading to the entrance of 
the Hudson River tunnel. constructing at 
Sixteenth street, Jersey City, caved in, carry- 
irg withit an immense quantity of earth. 
Twenty-one men were buried. Seven were 
soon after taken out bruised, but not serlous- 
ly, and the rescuers were laboring hard to 
reach the remaining fourteen. Meanwhile 
water from the river flowed in rapidly and 
the steam fire engines were set to work to save 
thove who might still be alive from drowning. 
The workmen resided in the vicinity of the 
tunnel and a very large and excited crowd of 
persons soon congregated. 

FURTHER PARTICUTARS. 

The shocking disaster occurred at 5:30 this 
morning. Twenty-two men lost their lives, 
while eight bad an almost miraculous escape, 
The night gang of thirty men, including As- 
sistant Superintendent Woodward, and 
firemen entered the shaft at midnight, 
the hours of work for this gang being 
from 12 to 8. The depth of the shaft is 
sixty-five feet, and while most of the men 
were employed atthe bottom of the shaft, 
about one-third of the gang was engaged on 
the brick wall of the arch twenty-five feet 
higher. It was the latter squad, all brick- 
layers, that escaped, except two. The main 
arch of the tunnel runs out from the shaft a 
distance of about thirty feet, when it opens 
into two distinct arches that are to form the 


tunnel. 
uE CAUSE, 
Through some negligence of the mon, it is 
supposed, the air-lock was not properly ad- 
justed waen the process of shifting commenc- 


ed. The brick wall connecting the two arches 
gave way and water rushed into the cave. 
- THE CASUALTIES. 

The following is alist of casualties: Peter 
Woodlagd, assistant superintendent; Frank 
Allesto#, foreman; Thos. Burns, fireman; A. 
Eickson, Peter Feischer, Patrick Kimin, Caas.

In ad- 
dition to these, three men Whose names are 
not known§ are missing, and officials say they 
must have perished. All whose name; are 
given belonged to Jersey City, except Burk. 
He resided in Hoboken. The superintend- 
ent thinks the air in the tunnel must have es- 
caped through the silt. He nas puta ging of 
one hundred men to work. These will make 
anew passagetotbe tunnel. They are not 
expected to accomplish the task in less tuan 
three days. 

THE OFFICIAL REPORT. 

The following is the official report of the 
Hudson River Tunnel Company through Ba- 
gineers Speilman and Brush: 


This morning about 4:30 while the men were 
changing the shifts of that portion of tbe tron 
roof adjoining the shaft of the connecting 
chambers between the two tunnels the 
sinking shaftfeilin. Twenty-eight men were 
in the tunnel, at the time ot 
whom eight escaped through the air loes 
and twenty were killed. The accident 
occurred at the connection of the iron plates 
with the brick wali of the workivg snafts, 
which during the cbanging of shifts was 
probably pot watched by the men as closely 
as it should have been, and the compressed 
air was allowed to escape. The compressed 
air is relied upon to assist in support- 
ing the roof, which was also 
sustained by strong timber bracing, 
and escape of air has always been prevemed 
by stopping any leaks with waste silt. Av 
the roof fell the plate closed the door of the 
air lock into the tunnel and the water rising 
rapidly cut off the escape of the twenty men 
who were killed. The building of this en- 
necting chamber, though a difficult piece of 
work, progressed until now. The roof was all 
in position and securely bolted. The con- 
nection of the iron plates with the shaft 
was being made at the time 
of the accident. Work Will be 
prosecuted night aod day with all the men 
thatcan be advantageous!y employed until 
the bodies are recovered, which will pruba»iy 
take about three days. 


A WOREMAN’S STATEMENT, 
The following statement was made by one 
of the men who escaped: 


After eight men had escaped one man, in 
trying to pass through the door lead 
ing from the air-lock into the tem- 
on chamber of the tunnel, was 
ammedintbe doorwav,and despite the et- 
forts of those ahead could not be brought ont, 
asthe door closed upon him and held him 
fast. Peter Woodiand, assistant su- 
perintendent, told the men to try and 
get out, and when the ninth man was fastened 
in the doorway and called out to those who 
had escaped telling them to hurry and 
try and get assistance to help 
the rest and himself who were lett 
behind, be refused to leave himself, saying 
he would stay and make every effort to gat 
the rest out, and if it were riot possible, then 
tbose escaping must try and get the rest and 
himself out alive.

ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 

The Evening Post has the following ace sunt 
of the disaster: There are about 150 men at 
work on the tunnel, divided into shifra of 
from thirty§ to forty men. Eich 
shift is sub-divided in two gangs. 
Work proceeded 2 day and night 
on the tunnel, each shift working eight hours. 
At the time the accident happened one of the 
morning watch had just gone into 
the tunhel and the other gang 
was coming out. Eight men were io the air- 
lock, and when they heard the rush 
of water they hastened out of 
the air chamber, but »o quick did 
the water come in that the cage was partiy 
filled with water before the men could open the 
door and get into the shaft. They ran up the 
ladder to the bottom of the shaftand escaped. 
The escape of one of the eight, named Mo- 
line, is not absolutely certain, as he hae not 
been seen by officers of the company. Shifra 
wre changed at 8 in the moroing, 4 
in the afternoon aod at midnight. 
The men take their meals at 4 30 in the 
morning, and the men were just coming out 
or meal when the disaster 
occurred.

Meeting of Miners in the Belleville 
District 


„ 


At East St. Louis to Consider Their 
Present Condition. 


A General Strike Threatened by the Coal 
Diggers. 


A meetirg o? the delegates of the different 
coal mivers’ lodges in the Belleville district 
was held this morning in Traubel’s Hall, East 
St. Louis. About fifteen delezates were pres- 
ent, with Acting President Kelly in th: 
A Posr-DIspatTcu reporter knocked 
at the hall door shortly after the meeting was 
organized and was admittel . by 
President Kelly, who adjourned the meet- 
ing to allow the delegates desiring to do 80 
to make a presentation of facts to the reporter. 
»The object of the meeting,“ said Mr. Kelly, 
isto consider our present condition, and 
though we don’t want tbe public to favor us 
any more than it favors the operators, we 
will be glad to see a plsin presentation of 
facts made. The opera ‘ors are tyrannizing over 
us now worse than they ever have 


befcre. Abcutthe 20th of last June a mas: 
meeting of the miners was held at the Eight- 
Mile Stone, on the Belleville rock road, and 
between 500 and 600 men were refused work 
after that, and many of these have been idle 
ever sir ce. There are now 216 men unable 
to procure work en account of their fai.nful- 
ness tothe miners’ or- aniz ation. 

ABOUT 800 MEN ARE AT WORK. 
These tbat are idle have expended ail that 
wos laid away fora rainy day, ava are now 
actually suffering forte necessaries of life. 
They are willing to work for anything 
or at any place. but they canwt 
get it. The operators have made 
out lists of these men and have di-tributed 
them tbroughout the country. Two men 
from this district attempted to get work in 
Indiana. They were employed, but us som 
as their employers found their numes out e 
black list they were di-charged 
instantly. No matter where 
they cannot get work. | 
Leadville these bil ck lists have be en iurni:h- 
ed, aud a German paper coataisming some uf 
these names from Colorado reached Cie 
vile. One fte menbers his sea the list 
in the henow of one of toe superitten- 
dente. The men now working are ox<tensi»! 
gett ng tbree certs a busi! for digging: 
really they are only get ting about half oi th.t 
figure. 

„Now let us show you how this Coal Ex- 
change is treating the public. La- coal can 
be delivered in East St. Louis for 6 cents—3 
cents for digging, 2 cents for freigut and 1 
cent for hoisting in the mine. It can 
Le sent Lo the Union Depot for 
an additional 114 cents. So tuaat, at 
Union Derot, the coul costs the operator 7 1-4 
cents, and this has been the case since last 
June; and yet the operators have been 
charging the consumers 13 cents per oushel, 
which is an enormous profit. Boh the 
miners and the public are perse uted by the 
exisiing arrangement 
ALL WE WANT IS WORK AND JUST WEIGHT, 
and we do not Want to see a mau discharged 
for taking an active part in the Union's busi- 
nete. Why, men are being discharged now 
for contributing their mite to the support of 
the unemployeu. At some of the mines on 
the Vandalia road they will not allow the men 
to give tLose out of work assistance of any 
hipd.’? , 

One of the lodge de ezates here interrupted 
the interview*to further show for what trivial 
causes the operatives were discharzeid s.nce 
the mine owners have hadthe upper hend. 
He said: I received a letter this morning 
stating that if ] attended this mee ny I weed 
not go back tothe mine for 1 weuld be dis- 
cherged. Here Lamand now Lam out of 
work, though [am perfectly willing to work 
for my support.“ 8 

„Now,“ continued President Kelley, we are 
being paid from 3 to 5 certs less than we were 
before. 

„The mine owners now claim that the box 
whicb hoists the coal fr»m the bottom of che 
pit contains only fourtee: bu hes while it 
rea ly contains, as it always did, fifteen and a 
half bushels, sothat we are cheated out of 
the diggine price of from one to ene and one- 
ha'f Lusbels on each box, which is 
EQUAL TO BETWEEN THREE AND FIVE 

CENTS ” 

„Have the miners Lo check-weightman at 
the top of the shaft to see that justice is done 
them?? 

No, we used to have a man there who 
was paid by the miners to see that they re- 
ceived just weizhts, but of late the operators 
will not allow us to have tis, so that the 
can beat us out of any amount, an 
we have no remedy for it. In addition to all 
other wrongs, we have been deprived of this 
privilege by the operator; sinve they came to 
get the upper band in matters.“ 

„W bat is the direct object of this meeting?” 

“It is to devise sume me tus 
to do away with the fear(ual 
oppression that the miners of tue districts 
have been fearing of late“ 

‘*‘What is the best mode that now presents 
its - If to the members of the union? ’’ 

‘Well, the only remedy we pow see is 
thorougb organization sud then a determine 
strike, but ag yet we do not know whit con- 
clusions we wiil arrive at. It we dos rike 
it wil! pot be for an increase of digging prices, 
it will be to do away with this oppr ssion. 
We want no man discharged for being faith- 
ful to the bio: herhood or for offering his mite 
to support the poor miners unable to) procure 
t mployu ent. e want 4 check-weightman 
so ib t when we mine 151-2 bushels of coat 
we will be paid for 15 1-2 bushels and not for 
14 bushels, as is being done at many of the 
mines now. We do not want 
men black-listed over the country 
£0 that lke a fox they cannot 
live rightly wherever they go. As it i- now, 
it looks as if they want to starve the men or 
drive them to acts of violence.“ 

The reporter then withdrew, andthe dele- 
gates proceeded to deliberate in secret.
